they will be opened and returned to the 
writers,” Let us briefly glance at a few 
of these ‘ addressees who cannot be found.’ 
One of the first names we ‘come to is Mr. 
Anruur, chief clerk at the Magistracy, at 
present athome on leave. Does it notsirike 
the Acting Postmaster that this gentleman 
has left instructions at the Magistracy 
where his letters are to be forwarded 
to? ‘Have the two letters addressed 
to Mrs, Brart, The Peak, been sent to 
Messrs. Butrensiznp & Swian's, which 
fs Mr. Brart’s head-quarters? Surely 


the Postmaster could find Sir Firtpmo 


Crarcr’s address without difficulty, and he 
ought to know that Mrs. Dixon, Kowloon, 
Is the wife of the: Government Marine 
Surveyor! The letter for Mr. W.-Jacxson, 
Hongkong, would doubtless find its billet 
at Messrs. Lane, Crawford & Co.'s, and 
probably the Imperial Chinese Customs 
would not refuse the cover for Mr. J. 
Nosre, Waglan. Mr. A. Sura, the Clerk 
of the Councils, is one of the oldest of our 
Government servants, and yet a letter 
addressed to him isin the ‘dead’ list. 
Why not try the Colonial Secretary's 
office? Capt. R. H. Spencr’s letter will 
probably find him at the Mercantile 
Marine Officers’ Association or on board 
the steamer Awong-hot.

perfect is the system that prevails and the 
methods that are adopted in ‘running’ the 
local Post Office. It may be argued bythe 
officials of that department that they are 
not paid for thinking nor for using ordinary 
sense in carrying out their duties, nor for 
going ona inch out of their. way to favor or 
accommodate the public; they may plead 
that there are hard-and-fast rules In the 
office to which they religiously and rigidly 
adhere, regulations which, however rldi- 
culously imperfect, are as inviolate as the 
sacred laws of the Medes ard Persians. 
This of course fs on a par with all the rest 
ot the red-tape and stuck-up nonsense s0. 
disgustingly prevalent in the ‘other 


branches of the Service, and it ought to- 


be severely wiped out without further 
delay. Government departments will be 
satisfactorily managed when thorough 
business ‘methods are adopted, and not 
till then. » As for the Post Office; nothing 
but reconstruction on a. new basis can 
make that institution adequate for the 
needs of the colony. ‘

the soil to become permeated at larg y the 
crude or hasty products of cadaverle decompast- 
tion "') as furotshing the best causation hypothesis

Dr. Creighton’s concluding remarks in the 
re well deserving 
of quotation here. He says:—"No one really 
lspences with theory, whatever his Protestations 
to the contrary ; those who are the loudest pro- 
fensors of suspended judgment-are the most Iikel 
to fall victims to some empty verbaliam which 
hangs loose at both ends, some iil-cansidered 
plece of argument which ignores the historical 
antecedents and stops ahort of the conclusiéns.

the Government officials, and they obliged the 
hospital authorities to see that it wes kept clean
